Gets $106,000 Damages. 


The largest verdict, it is said, ever 
awarded in the eourts of the United 
States or England in a damage sult for 
causing death or disability was return 
ed by a jury in the Sujreme Court, 
New York, Tuesday, when it gare Mra. 
Jennie Leys, widow of William Leys, 
manager of B. Altman & Qa, $100,000, 
which the New York Cent Railroad 
must pay for the death of Mr. Leys in 
the Park avenue tunnell disaster on 
January 8, 1903. 

The verdict carries with it interest 
from the date of Mr. Leys' death and 
$2,000 extra allowgnce to the plaintiff's 
attorneys, and with costs will reach 
the total of $109,060. 

The only other ‘verdict gpproaching 
this one for causing the dgath of the 
victim of an accident wat in England, 
where damages of £14,000 (about 
$70,000) were awarded to the heirs of 
Dr. Phillips. In an action for injuries 
a Western jury some time ago award- 
od the victim $75,000.

Russia and the Finns. 

The Russian government has promul- 
gated four laws which put an cnd to 
the constitutional privileges hitherto 
enjoyed by the Finns. The first law 
puts the Finnish senate undcr the di- 
rect supervision of the governor gen- 
eral and gives to him the right of veto 
over all resolutions of the scnate. The 
second empowers the governor gencral 
and the “reformed” senate summarily 
te dismiss any administrative oficial 
who has not been appointed directly by 
the czar. The third authorizes the ju- 
dicial department of the senate, which 
under the first law is the tool of the 
governor general, to dismiss judges at 
its pleasure. The fourth provides that 
no official shall be brought to trial on 
any charge without the consent of his 
superiors. The law is made retrospec- 
tive in order to free the police from re- 
sponsibility for acts Already commit- 
ted. The effect of these enactments is 
to put the people wholly at the mercy 
of the Russian administrutive officials,

Vincent and say that study of the lu- 
nar surface leads them to think that 
eruptions quite as intense as the great- 
est recorded on the earth have occurred 
on the moon, repeated at long intervals 
In the same places. But, "favored by 
a condition of calm and dryness, they 
hare been more durable in their ef. 
fects, and the more recent deposits su- 
perposed upon the earlier ones are dis- 
tingulshable by their darker tone and 
less extended boundary."

Lord Kelvin, the distinguished Eng- 
lish scientist, is the son of a smali ten- 
ant farmer in County Down and might 
have passed the rest of his life among 
the turnips had be not chanced to be 
fascinated by an old sundial standing 
forgotten and negiected In the village 
churchyard.

In 
driving from the fourth to the fifth 
hole you had to reckon with the wheel- 
house, which lay between them. In 
working back from the taffrail to the 
cabin you entered on a little campaign 
full of difficult problems, The way was 
beset with such bunkers as a steam 
donkey, a scuttle over a galleyway, a 
number of ventilators and a capstan. 
In making the final bole you drove 
your disk straight from one side of the 
deck to the other through a three foot 
alley between cabin and hateb. 

"If there was a sea on and the boat 
rolled the difficulties of play became 
complicated. Then, in driving, you 
had to aliow for the list of the deck. 
If your stroke was not sure, there was 
the annoying possibility that your disk 
would turn on edge and roll a hundred 
feet or so down tbe deck and fetch 
up in the scuppers.

The medical theory which has just 
been advanced by Professor William 
H. Welch of Baltimore before the Lon- 
don medical congress whereby all dis- 
enasea to which humanity is heir can be 
prevented or if already in existence 
made to speedily disappear by the use 
of a universal virus is heartily in- 
doreed by Dr. John E. Wyeth of New 
York, He says it will not be long be- 
fore every physician in tbe world will 
use this new virus in preference and to 
the absolute exclusion of any other 
(rugs. He states that the best manner 
of administering the serum bad not 
yet been determined, but as soon as 
this point is settled satisfactorily its 
adoption by all the medical profession 
will be almost immediate.

‘I shall not put my foot into the 
carriage,’ he said firmly, ‘until a man 
Is put at the head of each horse and is 
made to stay there.’

Then 
Mr. Blaine got into the carriage, and 
we proceeded uptown.”

The late Senator McMillan was one 
of the richest and most public spirited 
citizens of Detroit.

In 1891 there 
were fifty-eight law schools, with 6,073 
students. Now, according to an esti- 
mate made by Professor Huffcutt of 
Cornell, there are 120 schools, with 
14,000 students. Meanwhile the num- 
ber of full fledged lawyers in the Unit- 
ed States is sald by the last census to 
be about 114,000. No other profession, 
with the exception of teaching and of 
medicine, is so populous.

Paréotal favoritism has caused 
Many a boy or girl to be skeptical 
of a father’s or a mother's Jove—the 


same kind of skepticism which, in 


of counsel to parents and children from 
the text Proverbs xxx, 17, “The eye 
that mocketh at his father and despis- 
eth to obey bis mother the ravers of 
the valley shall pick it out and the 
young eagies shall eat it.” 

Horrible is the Solomonic word pic 
ture. The gibbet, the stenchful corpse, 
the skeleton protruding through the 
torn and mortifying flesh, the feathered 
gormandizers banqueting upon the car- 
rion, the clanging, rusty chains holding 
aloft the putrefying mass — these are 
the theme of my text. It ls a warning 
to all boys and girls, as well as to all 
grown men and women, that fillal ĉon- 
tempt is never justifiable In God's sight. 
No matter what our parents may do or 
say, we must always respect and honor 
them, because they are our fatber and 
mother. If we ever allow ourselves to 
despise them, then we shall incur the 
anger of God, wbo by one of the Ten 
Commandments explicitly enjoined that 
parents be honored by their offspring. 
And with that command public opinion 
is fully in accord. The son who dis- 
honors his parents is despised in his 
life, and his very memory is gibbeted 
by public contumely after his death. 
He is held up to public scorn and deri- 
sion, as were the ancient robbers and 
state criminals, whose heads used to be 
stuck upon long poles and for weeks 
exposed to public view from the top of 
the arch of London Temple Bar until at 
last all thé flesh disappeared and noth- 
ing remained but the blenched skulls. 

But though God denounces children 
who despise their parents, no matter 
how heinous the parental sins and 
shortcomings may be, yet as I begin to 
study my text in Its connection with 
other passages of Scripture the more 
I find that many of the most common 
fillal sins can be traced back to paren- 
tal sins. Some years ago, upon the 
Holstein ranch 1n California, three lit- 
tle orloles were taken from a nest and 
confined within a birdenge. No sooner 
was this done than the mother bird ap- 
peared and tried to libcrate her young. 
Falling in this, she few away and 
brought to her incarcerated babies a 
sprig of the deadly larkspur. In a few 
minutes those three fledgelings with 
foaming mouths lay dend in the bot- 
tom of the cage. If the mother bird 
could not free ber young. then she pre- 
ferred to kill them. How often,. alas, 
bave human parents seen their off- 
spring in a captivity to sin to which 
death would bave been preferable, and 
the saddest reflection they enn have is 
that this captivity is tbe result of the 
moral poison they have thetuselves ad- 
ministered. By tbonghtless mistakes 
and culpable negligence they may have 
inspired their children with a contempt 
for themselves which bas been the be- 
ginning of an evi! life, ending in spir- 
itual death. 

I shall try this morning to enumerate 
some of the shortcomings and sins Into 
which neglectful and selt'sh and sinful 
parents have fallen in their dealings 
with their children. I would enumer- 
ate those parental sins because the in- 
spired author who penned the words 
of my text is also the Solomon who 
wrote that If consecrated, godly parents 
would train up a child in the way he 
should go, when he Is grown that ma- 
tured child would not only be loyal to 
his earthly parents but also to his 
Heavenly Father. 

Parental Partiality. 

AN parents, in the first place, should 
show their children that they have no 
parental favorites. They should prove 
that all the children as Individuals have 
an equal share of a father’s and a 
motber's love. They should convince 
their boys and giris alike that no one 
child occupies a larger area In the pagan 
tal heart cells than every other child, for 
when a child begins to feel that the fa- 
ther or mother does not care for him as 
much as the rest of the children that 
child immediately begina to despise that 
parental partiality. Love feeds on love. 
And yet there are thousands upon thoo- 
sands of homes in America in which 
you would not have to visit more than. 
two or three days before you could, 
while tbere, tell which was the favorite: 
son or daughter. 'That child wil] per- 
haps be better dressed, ns old Jacob. 
aroused the jealousy of his other chil, 
dren by buying for his favorite boy, Jo 
seph, a coat of many colors, That child: 
wil have a better room in the house: 
than the other children. He will have: 
more spending money; he will be ak 
lowed to do what the other children aro- 

allowed to do. On tha other band, 
thé child which is not tbe parental fa- 
vorite will often be shoved into the. 
background or sent away to the coun- 
try, us Jesse sent his youngest son, Da- 
vid, off to tend tbe sheep, It is easy: 
enough for parents to say that they 


have no favorites, but the words of tha 


lip do not always correspond with the 
facts of the life. At nearly every fu

"How small is that?" asked the lady 
missionary.

"But how small? “Why,” answered 
the young Indian maiden, *the love of 
God for us women is as small—it is as 
small as the love my father felt for me 
on the day that I was born" May 
God never allow you, O father and 
mother, to Instill such a distorted 
idea of parental affection Into any 
child's mind and heart on account of 
favoritism for some of your children 
at the expense of the others May God 
inspire every one of you to teach your 
boys and girls that each one of them 
has a full measure of your love! May 
God inspire all parents to ‘treat all 
their children alike, with the exception 
that they should be a little gentler and 
more thoughtful of the child who is 
sick, or is crippled, like Mephibosheth, 
who was lame in both his feet! 
Trasting to Servants. 

Allowing the servant girl to take the 
place of maternal and paternal com- 
panionship can truly be classed among 
parental sins. I would not for an in- 
stant either say or write one word 
which would wound the feelings of 
thousands and tens of thousands of 
young women who have consecrated 
their lives to the noble calling of nurse- 
girl's work. Some of the mightiest 
men of the ages have testified that 
they would never have been what they 
were but for the self sacrificing love of 
their nurses, who not only rocked them 
to sleep when they were tired, but also 
started their little feet in the paths of 
rectitude and plety. The Earl of 
Shaftesbury declared that the greatest 
Inspiration for a true religious life was 
instilled into him by the faithfulness 
of his Christian nurse. The mighty 
potentate, the late Alexander IIL, the 
ezar of all the Russias, honored the 
faithfulness and the devoted love of 
his nürse. Surrounded by the grand 
dukes of Russia for three long miles 
he followed afoot after the hearse 
which carried the mortal remains of 
that dear friend through a blinding 
snowstorm out to the Royal mauso- 
leum of St. Petersburg. And as the 
dying French soldier, writhing under 
the surgeon’s knife, cried out, “Doctor, 
cut a little deeper, and you will see 
pictured upon my beart the face of the 
mighty emperor,” so, many of us, if 
we cut down into the hearts of the 
faithful servants who have watched 
over us in our childhood, could there 
find our own faces, because the bearts 
of these falthful servitors beat with 
love for us. 

But though many of our household 
servants may be to us and to our chil- 
dren as tbe Earl of Shaftesbury's 
Christian nurse was to him, yet no true 
father or mother can afford to delegate 
the physical, moral and religious train- 
ing of thelr children to servants, no 
matter how faithful and true those 
servants may be. No woman can take 
the place of a true mother by the side 
of the erib. No man can do for the 
boys what a consecrated father 1s able 
to do when he is faithful to the trust 
which God has given to him. 

Ob, man, studying the debit and 
credit sides of your ledgers, counting 
up your hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars and carefully watching the mani- 
fold details of a vast mercantile enter- 
prise, which taxes your physical and 
mental energies to the utmost, you 
may think you have no time to ex- 
amine into the details of how your 
thirteen-year-old son spends his weekly 
allowance. But you ought to take that 
time. On account of that parental neg- 
lect you may live to regret the day 
that you were born and also the day 
that your son was bern Ob, woman, 
you may think this i» the age for the 
emancipation of your sisters. In pride 
you may listen te weekday lectures on 
woman's nights and Shakespeare and 
sculpture and art You may consider 
It a great socii) opportunity to be able 
to Join. à card party one afternoon and 
go to a tea the sext afternoon and be 
the equal amd the associate of the so 
cial queens of our most prominent 
cities. But me social nor worldly hon- 
or ought te be great enough or tmpor- 
tant enough to entice you away from 
your nursery, so that you must dele 
gate tbe care of your children to a 
hired servant. Parenta) neglect Is not 
in God's sight a simple misdemeanor, 
it is a sin—a burning sin—whieh may 
not only destroy the spiritual life of 
the child, but impair also the eternal 
happiness of the father and mother, 
It is a sharp two edged sword which, 
with one stroke down and another 
stroke up, ean destroy not only the 
rose, but the bush which gave it birth. 

Lack of Discipline. 
Lack of nursery discipline can some 


have already buried two of my 
and I am living 1n constant fear that I 
may have to bury my other two, They 
are all that I bave left." 

But, fathers and mothers, though 


to the living unless you teach them the 
laws of filial obedience. A disobedient 
son invariably means a willful, way- 
ward, selfish, petulant, unbalanced and 
God defying man. An undutiful daugh- 
ter generally means a quick tempered, 
sinful, ungovernable woman, who will 
ultimately despise and trample upon all 
pure love. It was because Queen 
Agrippina laughed at her little, willful 
boy, Nero, who doubled up his tiny 
fists and struck at her, that she was 
compelled to live to see the day when 
the queen mother would have to bare 
her flesh for the fatal stroke of the 
royal hirelings who came to do the 
bidding of a murderous son. Some- 
times the unkindest act that a parent 
can do to a child is to give to the boy 
or girl a sugar plum when that child 
ought to have, according to the Solo- 
monic advice, a good, sound thrashing. 
The Sin of Hypocrisy. 

Hypocrisy is the most awful of all 
parental sins, No matter what the 
father or mother may do, as long as the 
child can firmly belleve that his par- 
ents are living consecrated, godly, pure 
and noble lives, that child is bound to 
the foot of the cross with bands of 
steel, but when the child believes that 
his mother and father are leading hypo- 
critical lives, pretending one thing to 
the world and living another kind of 
life at home, as a rule, there is very lit- 
tle temporal or spiritual hope for the 
child. Bad parents generally have bad 
children. The sins of those fathers and 
mothers are visited upon the children, 
even to the third and fourth genera- 
tions. 

Sometimes the reverse of this rule 
seems to be true. Good parents, also, 
for awhile may seem to have bad chil- 
dren, but if you will carefully study 
the history of different Christian homes 
you will generally—aye, I belleve al- 
ways—find that the children of conse- 
crated, godly parents who have trained 
them up in the way they should go 
will always turn out right, while those 
hypocritical parents who do not train 
up thelr children right will ultimately 
have their children turn out wrong. 

Good old Dr. Alexander of Princeton 
college once preached upon this text: 
“Train up a child in the way be should 
go, and when he is old he will not de- 
part from it.” He preached to prove 
that nearly all the sina which men and 
women practice can ultimately be traced 
back to wrong parenta! training or tothe 
hypocrisies of parents who have lived 
in the home a religion of sham. After 
the sermon was over some of Dr. Alex- 
ander’s friends said to him: “Professor, 
it is absurd for you to preach a sermon 
like that, If what you sny is true, then 
you yourself have been living the wrong 
kind of a Christian life or else you bave 
not trained your children as you should 
have done. You know, doctor, that 
your boy Dick is one of the worst boys 
in all Princeton college. He is as wild 
as wild can be" “Ob,” answered the 
good old doctor, “you did not hear my 
text aright. My text was, ‘Train up a 
child in the way he should go, and 
when he is old’— Dick ts not old yet. 
Just wait awhile, and the boy will come 
out all right." Dr. Alexander spoke 
the truth. Dick did tome out all right. 
In a few years he not only gave bis 
heart to God, but be went to New York 
city and entered business as a Chris 
tian layman, and long after his hon- 
ered father had pillowed bis head in 
the dust Richard Alexander, the wild 
Princeton student, wielded a mighty 
influence for God and for heaven. Bo, 
my friends, today, as Christian men 
and women, we must realize that the 
whole future destinies of our children 
are largely dependent upon us, If we 
live consecrated,-godiy lives and train 
up our children in the way they should 
go, they will also become consecrated 
Christian men and women, and if we 
are hypocrites and do not train them 
as they ought to be trained then our 
children will also turn out wrong. Bad 
parents have bad sons and daugbters; 
wood parents produce good children. 
"There is hardly an exception to the 
rule. 


The Reet of Example. 
Parental examples and training im 


ful story told of a noted king !n the 
far onst who waa about to take a 
Journey into a remote part of his king- 
dom. He therefore sent ahead of bim 
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brood—we were seven. I never knew 
any one of those seven children to bave 
more indulgence than the others, Each 


found that father and mother had a 
divine strength given to them to bear 
those troubles Way back in the dim 
past, long before I was born, they bad 
set up the family altar. I was carried 
to that sacred altar when so young 
that I sometimes used to fall asleep 
during the prayers My father and 
mother were not bound together to 
much by ties of law as by unbreakable 
ties of love. The first question father 
always asked when he entcred the 
home was, “Where is your mother?" 
The first question mother asked when 
she came home was, “Where ls your 
father?" ‘They were side by side at 
the marriage altar. They were side by 
side in the Christian training of their 
children. Hand in hand as partners 
they spread two tables for their chil- 
dren. The one was for the sacred com- 
munion of family worship; the other 
was the dining table, where we chil- 
dren were taught to love one another. 
Christ was asked to sit at both tables. 

That parental influence in the home 
of my childhood was a blessed one, In 
my college days I used to cherish the 
hope that that influence might be con- 
tinued in my own home by the earthly 
presence of my father and mother, 
who I hoped would pass the twilight 
of their lives by my own fireside. But 
God willed it otherwise, On Aug. 5, 
1895, the death angel came to summon 
one of that living twain. On April 12, 
1902, the same messenger came and 
called the other. They have passed 
into the glorious presence where duty 
well done receives its reward. To me 
is left only the hallowed memory of 
thelr wise and tender training, which 
will remain with me an Influence and 
an example to the end of my life. By 
my own experience I commend to you, 
O fathers and mothers, this duty of 
parental care and solicitude. May God 
help you to perform it so efficiently 
that when you pass from earth into 
the glories of heaven your children 
may rise up to call you blessed. May 
God answer this prayer of an anxious 
father tó keep us one and all from 
committing the parental sins which 
everywhere beset us and which so 
easily may destroy us and jeopardize 
the eternal welfare of our loving, trust- 
ful children.

Already the patent rights 
ofasystem which is entirely new for 
the equipment of suburban roads has 
been secured, and patents are now 
pending on improvements on the pres- 
ent underground system, which, it is 
thought, will prove to be revelations to 
those engaged in railway work. It is 
claimed for both that the cost of equip- 
ment and that the ranning expenses of 
the road will be greatly 

Both the inventions are the product 
of a Virginian's genius Since early 
life John Floyd, a nephew of the late 
Governor Floyd, of Virginia, and & 
close relative of the late Senator Otis, 
has interested himéelf in matters scien- 
tific. When quite a young man he at- 
tended the University of Maryland 
Medical School, paying especial atten- 
tion, while in that institution to the 
study of chemistry, Binde he left 
school he has worked almost constant- 
ly on perfecting inventions of various 


A CONDUIT SYSTEM. 


A few years ago he became interested 
in the underground trolley system in 
use in Washington and in New York, 
and secured a position with the former 
company as» motorman so as to be 
able to make a close study of the work- 
ings of the system. Since be, severed 
his connection with the Metropolitan 
Railway Company he has brought his 
ideas on the subject of railways almost 
to perfection. In fact, his work is so 
near complete that some of the most 
prominent companies in the United 
States are making a study of the 
methods preparatory toa possible in- 
stallation. The company which will 
be in charge of the manufacture of the 
device is headed by Mr. Isaac B. Adams, 
of Salisbury, Md., who is liying at 
1822 Eutaw Place. 

The suburban system as conceived 
by the inventor isin effecta eomduit 
ome. To one side of the rails and rest- 
ing on the end of the tiesalong the en- 
tire length of the railway ie placed a 
conduit, which is thas givem the rise 
and fall of the rails.

` An All-The-Year Resort. — — 


By the filing of papers at the State 
Capitol in Trenton, N. J., the details of 
a transaction in the expenditure 
of millions of dollars in and about 
Cape May have come to light. Pitts- 
burg capitalists have bought 4,000 acres 
of land in and around the city and pro- 


Their plans include the building of a 
new oity, which they propose making 
one of the finest all-the-year-round re- 
sorts in the world, Estimates of the 
cost of the project aggregate $11,000,000. 
For some weeks there have been rumors 
that a syndicate, of which H. C, Frick, 
of Pittaburg; George J. Gould, of New 
York; A. J. Cassatt, of Philadelphia, 
and other prominent men of other cities 
were members, proposed making Cape 
May an international resort. 

The project was started several 
months ago by Anthony M. Zane, of 
Philadelphia. He was represented in 
the details by Capt. F. G. Edwards, of 
Bristol, Pa. These gentlemen were in- 
strumental in interesting the Beech- 
wood Improyement Company of Pitts- 
burg, of which William Flinn, state 
senator and Republican leader, is the 
president. The Pittsburgors have so 
far éxpended $900,000 on purchases and 
options on land. They bought 8,000 
acres in Cape May City .and adjoining. 
They also bought 1,000 acres on the two- 
mile beach. This beach adjoins Cold 
Spring inlet and will be made a contin- 
uation of Cape May. The company has 
also purchased the Cape May electric 
light plant for $100,000. 

Following an outlay of millions of 
dollare on improvements, the company 
will spend several millions more to at- 
tract people to Cape May not only dur- 
ing the summer, butall the year round, 
To make it a yachtsmen's paradise deep 
waterways willbe dug. For years New 
York yachtemen have complained of 
there being]no place between Sandy 
Hook and Delaware Bay where yachts 
can tie up. The Pittsburgers propose 
constrüeting a 600 acre lake for yachts 
Conferences with government officials 
at Washington have resulted in prom- 
ises to deepen Cold Spring inlet so that 
the largest ocean-going yachts will be 
able to come into the lake. 

The Pennsylvania and Reading Rail- 
road officials who want to see Cape May 
return to ite former glory have planned 
big improvements in train service to 
and from the place. Several palatial 
hotels are planned. One hundred cot- 
tages to cost $10,000 each will be built 
by a Philadelphia firm. The first hotel, 
to cost $1,000,000 will probably be lo- 

cated half way between Madison ave- 
nue and Sewells Point, on the beach 
front. The second hotel will cost 
$600,000 and wil) probably be erected 
near Madison avenue. The people have 
already voted $100,000 for a new board- 
walk and bulkhead slong the vater- 
front.

Studentsa Who Cannot Spell. 

Of 250 freshmen lu Northwestern uni- 
versity 118 must enter the spelling 
class which that Institution maintains. 
These delinquents "missed" twenty or 
more words each out of 200 In a not 
very dificult written test. 

This is a very bad record, but there 
is no reason to suppose that the corre- 
sponding class in any other American 
college would do better. A "district 
school" thirty years ago would have 
withstood such a test with a far higher 
percentage of “pass rank" students. 

Inability to spell does not prove the 
lack of intellect or even of a consider- 
able degree of education. Memory 
makes a good speller, while keen logical 
powers without it are of little use in 
avolding pitfalls. Many an able mathe- 
matician i» naturally a poor speller. 
Good linguists, on the other hand, need 
no training in orthography. 

Yet, despite all differences in native 
ability to spell, there 1s no difference in 
the necessity of acquiring the art. It 
is fundamental, inexorable. Many crit- 
ies of modern school tactics attribute 
the prevalence of bad spelling to the 
“word method” of learning to read. 
Whatever the cause it should be dealt 
with in the schools.—New York World.

“Lamon, do you know how the Pat- 
agonians eat oysters? 

* ‘No, I do not, Mr. Lincoln," Was the 


reply. 

“Well, Lamon, it is their habit to 
epen them as fast as they can throw 
the shells out of the window, and, when 
the pile of shells grows to be higher 
than the house, why, they pick up 
stakes and move. Now, Lamon, I feel 
like beginning a new pile of pardons, 
and I guess this is a good one to begin 
on." 

“It wasn't long after this before the 
other gentlemen came, and when they 
had finished their call Mr, and Mrs. 
Lincoln came down, and I went with 
them te the carriage. That was the 
Inst time I saw the good man alive.” 

Mr. Pendel says that he had every op- 
portunity to study the president, for be 
was. in the room with him nearly an 
the time—a Mr. Lincoln 
did not like the idea of being guarded 
and made frequent objections to having 
some one constantly near him. On ene 
occasion he said to Mr. Pendel: 

“Pendel, I do not like to be guarded, 
bot 1 have received a number ef threat- 
ening letters lately. I heave no fears, 
however. That fellow we saw over at 
the war department erouching at the 
foot of the stairs and who eyed me sus- 
piciously answers perfectly the descrip- 
tion of a man I was warned to look out 
for ima letter I received the other day.” 


Cheap Tebrphene Service. 

Grand Rapids, Wis, bas probably the 
cheapest telephone service on our side 
of the water, from what the Outlook 
has beard. It i» a co-operative affair, 
and 25 cents a mouth for residences 
and 33.50 for business places are the 
Sverage charges after the dividends are 
set off nguinst the expenses. The pri- 
vate monopoly which existed in Grand 
Rapids when the new system was 
started offered to put in new Instru- 
ments rent free for three years In or- 
der to crush its infant rival Local 
patriotism, however, looked beyond the 
present, and tbe free telephones were 
declined almost unanimously. Tie pri- 
vate company retired forthwith ;from 
the town, and the co-operáttve^ to - 
pany now controls the situation.

In an address de- 
livered at the opening of tbe winter 
scesion at Yorkshire college, Leeds, 
Professor Muyo Robson said that when 
be was a student it was thought that 
the slightest wound of the heart must 
inevitably be fatal’ Cardiac’ surgery, 
however, bas progressed in the past 
few years to au extent which is indi- 
cated by cases ‘described "by the pro 
fessor, lo no less than thirty-etght 
Instances have bullet wounds and stab 
wounds of the heart been stitehed up. 
There was recovery from the operation, 
in half of the cases and édmipiate-cure- 
In thirteen instances.

What a Former Generation Paid For 
Ficar asd Potatoes. 

From statistics of prices recenti 
fornisbed by a grocer in business 
vious to the civil war It la shown that 
flour retailed tor $7.50 per barrel in 
1850. In 1856 |t bad risen to $12.50 
per barreL 

But during the year 1303, when the 
war was closed, prices had reached 
marvelously high figures. For in- 
stance, four sold for $20 per barrel, 
sugar, 33 cents per pound; butter, 00 
cents; coffee, 60 to 70 cents; tea, $1.40 
to $1.00 per pound; oll $1.05 to $1.15 
per gallon; beans, 16 centa per quart; 
potatoes, $1 per bushel; soup, 20 cents 
per pound; eggs, 00 cents per dozen, 
and other things ib the same propor- 
tion. 

After 1866. when the extreme limit 
In prices was reacbed, they began to 
steadily decrease. As compared with 
present prices those of 1866 were fully 
220 per cent higher. 

Some of the radical changes may be 
seen In the prices of flour now at $4.80 
per barrel and in 1952, when it was 
$8.25, or in 1805 at $20 per barrel. It 
is therefore now at its lowest figure. 

Take sugar also, In 1862 it was 12 
centa per pound; In 1865, 33 cents: now 
it is 5 to 6 cents. Butter was 19 «nts 
in 1850, but bad advanced to 60 conts 
per pound In 1855, 

Oil is another leading staple which 
has shown wonderful fluctuations in 
price. Selling for $1.05 to $1.15 per gal- 
lon in 1865, It bas now decreased to 10 
and 12 cents per gallon, a vast galn for 
the consumer, In 1850 It sold at 80 
cents In 1858 at $1 and in 1875 at 40 
cents per gallon. 

Potato prices have been regulated 
largely by the yleld. In 1850 they sold 
at 05 cents, In 1857 at $1, In 1880 at 
$1.10 and in 1892 at O cents per bush- 
el This year they have been as bigh 
as $1.25 to $2.25 per bushel. 

It will therefore be seen that all the 
above articles are lower now than thir- 
ty-five to forty years ngo, and the 
same may be sald of more than 100 
other different groceries. 

For the most part, the groccrs' prof- 
Its have gradually decreased on all ar- 
ticles since the close of 1872, the pante 
season, nor is there any likellhood for 
a better condition of affairs for some 
time to come.—Retall Grocers’ Advo- 
cate. 


The Boundary of Life. 

Where is tbe exact boundary be- 
tween life and death? Up to within a 
few years it was supposed tbat a ħu- 
man being was really dead a few mo- 
ments after breathing ceased, but Dr. 
Laborde, director of physiological work 
in the faculty of medicine in Paris, 
has proved that life may lluger in the 
body hours after all signs of respira- 
tion have ceased to be observable, In 
all cases of suffocation, asphyxiation, 
narcotic poisoning, drowning and the 
like Dr. Laborde moved the tongue of 
the patient back and forth in regular 
cadence Instead of employlug the usu- 
al meens of raising aud lowering the 
arms. The doctor bas made what be 
calls a lingual tractor, a machine 
which moves the tongue back and 
forth a fixed distance and with exact 
rhythm. By its use persons have been 
revived who had apparently been dead 
for three hours. The doctor calls at- 
tention to the fact that a majority of 
persons who meet denth lu the water 
are killed by beart disease and uot by 
suffocation, which accounts for many 
failures in attempting resuscitation. 


Charles M. Schwab's Father. 

John Schwab, the father of Charles 
M. Schwab, is the nabob of Loretto, a 
litüe Pennsylvania village on the crest 
ofthe Allegbany mountains, He is the 
richest resident, its only retired mer 
chant. Several years before bis son 
bad managed to creep very far up the 
ladder in Braddock Schwab, by means 
of a livery business and a farm, got to- 
gether a comfortable um for use in 
bis declining years.

It is not generally known that the 
most of the misslonaries of the old, 
well established mission’ boards are 
graduates of our best American col- 
leges And universities and who have 
had, in addition to their university 
training, a postgraduate course of from 
three to five years. The missionaries 
who are finally sent are selected from 
& larger number of applicants, and 
they are in many cases the honor men 
of their classes, There are few Amer- 
fean colleges or universities which 
have not graduates in the forelgn mis- 
sionary service who bear degrees giv- 
en by the alma mater for distinguished 
scholarship, These people go to unciv- 
ilized countries for the most part and 
take up their abode among a rude and 
savage people. 

It 1s not to be wondered at that for- 
eign missionaries have adventures 
which are hardly paralleled by any 
class of people in the world. The life 
of many a misglonary is filled with 
marvelous experiences, to which he 
gives little attention, seldom referring 
to them in conversation, almost never 
writing about them and regarding 
them as the merest incidents to the 
work he is trying to do. They not in- 
frequently lose thelr lives through the 
perils of the country and the savagery 
of the people. Little is said or done 
about it, and so the world is kept in ig- 
norance.—Rey. Dr. James L. Barton 
in Woman's Home Companion.

I am going to tell 
why Jesus, as the Good Shepherd, of- 
ten comes into the homes and gathers 
the little lambs into bis arms and car- 
ries them into the green pastures of 
heaven. We know be has always cared 
for them, as my text asserta, while 
they still remained with us upon earth, 
but not till they reach heaven can they 
renlize bis perfect love. 

Did you ever stop to think that the 
vast majority of the human race die in 
childhood and that over one-third die 
in infancy before the fourth year has 
been reacbed? Only the other day I 
prenched a funeral sermon in the house 
of a dear friend, in which lay a little 
white casket. As I was looking into 
the face of tbe little boy, whom I had 
welcomed into the world and whom 1 
bad also baptized, a sympathetic friend 
said: Oh tr.

You select the brightest, 
the most promising and the most man- 
ly. Well, in the same way I think God 
has his favorites, and they are children 
who are dead and translated. When 
Christ thinks of all the temptations he 
had to meet on earth and all the sor- 
rows he endured, he resolves to relieve 
many of the burdens, and he takes 
away chiefly those of whom he said, 
“Of such are the kingdom of heaven." 
Bo Christ comes into the world, and he 
selects the best and brightest of our 
children. Have you not noticed that 
the handsomest sg:1 the best boys and 
girls are, as a rule, the first to be called 
away? Well, Christ comes in and takes 
our best and purest and lifts them up 
into his arms and says, "Ah, this lamb 
bas too frail and beautiful a soul to be 
subjected to the buffeti.an of this 
world.”

I want you all to set your faces toward 
the heavénly land, where your beloved 
children are waliting for you. I want 
you truly to feel that Jesus, the Good 
Shepherd, bas lifted the little lambs 
into his arms and is carrying them in 
his bosom. Remember, the parting 
will not be long. Belleve me, if you 
have faith in Jesus Christ the reunion 
will surely come. And so | will close 
this sermon with the sweet consolation 
a little Philadelphia girl once gave 
to ber aged grandmother, Mrs, William 
Harper, the widow of the noted pastor 
of the Rrond Street Presbyterian 
church, One day, sitting at the feet of 
her grandmother, this little girl looked 
up and sald: Grand mamma, do you 
miss granddaddy?

No Hope Of Relie! From Preseat 
Stringeacy. 

Officials of the Reading Railroad 
Company hold cut no hope of relief 
from the present anthracite coal string- 
ency this winter despite the efforte on 
the part of the company to mine and 
ship to ita full capacity, 
` "Under normal conditione,” said one 
ol the officials, “the anthracite produc- 
tion never is equal tothe demand dur- 
ing the winter months, and the Read 
ing and al! the otber anthracite com- 
panies have been obliged to draw upon 
thestovk at various storage points to 
help out the demands of the trade. 
This year there is not & pound of coal 
at any of these storage points, and con- 
sumers are dependent entirely upon 
the daily output of the mines. 

Practibally ali of the Reading Cum- 
peny's collierizs are In operation. 
They have a daily production of nesr- 
ly 60,000 tons. f 

It is stated that the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company has 3,000 of the 
Reading Company's ooa! cars on its 
tracks in the western part of the state, 
as well as 1,500 belongidg to the Con- 
tral Railroad of New Jersey. These are 
now urgently needed in the antbracite 
trade. Their non-delivery, it is claimed, 
is causing much delay in the shípment 
of anthracite to points west of Hatris- 
burg.

from time to time with hundreds of 
women “and boys,“ the boy chorister 
fitted in and out of view until the 
dawn óf the Christian era, since when 
he has held almost undisputed and un- 
broken away in the choir loft and chan- 
cel. True, bis services were dispensed 
with in the Sistine chapel choir at 
Rome during the fifteenth century, but 
at about the sanie date boys were sing- 
ing In the Chapel Royal in London, 
and they continue there to this day, 

The first recorded praise of any Eng- 
lish sloger was that paid to the chor- 
isters in the time of Henry VIII., when 
hia royal Viennese visitor was 80 en. 
chanted that be wrote bome that thelr 
volces were more heavenly than hu- 
man and that they did not chant like 
men, but gave praise like angela. 
Haydn sobbed when he beard “the 
beautiful voices of the boys" In St. 
Paul'5, and one of the best perform- 
ances nt "The Messiah” given in Han- 
del's day was sung by a body of 
choristers, "boys and men, fifty-five in 
number.“ 

The reason for the churehly bent ot 
most of the modern British composers 
is that they were brought up as choir 
boys. From the time of the restora- 
tion, when Captain Henry Cooke was 
appointed “master of the children,” the 
list of English musicians is virtually 
the list of the Chapel Royal and St. 
Paul's boys grown to manhood. 

Henry Purcell, the father of English 
opera, and Thomas Tallis, the father 
of English cathedral music, both were 
graduates from the Chapel Royal choir, 
Richard Farrant, William Byrde, Or- 
Jando Gibbons, Thomas Morley and all 
the rest of the anthem and song writers 
of “Merrie England” down to Joseph 
Barnby and Arthur Sullivan, studied 
thelr music A B C's Mm cassock and 
cotta. Barnby and Sullivan, both 
knighted for their distinction in music, 
the one for bis work for the chancel, 
the other for work for the stage, were 
noted for thelr voices as youngsters. 
Barnby charmed the listeners at York

“As a role the polo pony comes from 


Texas, where be may have been the | 


property of a desperado or cowboy, 
for such persons need a fleet pony, one 


that Is more or less of an acrobat," |: 


says Allen Sangree in Ainslee's “A 
polo player needs the same kind of 
pony. Northern millionaires according- 
ly send their experts down south to 
pick the fleetest, gumest und quickest 
ponies that can be found. When a 
squad has been chosen, they are 
trained out west for two months and 
then brought to one of the great polo 
stables In the east. These animals cost 
from $250 to $1,000 and are difficult to 
procure, as a Texan loves his horse, 
quite often more than money, The as- 
tonishing thing about a polo pony is 
its ability to carry heavy men like Mr, 
P. F. Collier or Mr. George Gould and 
still enter into a game with heart and 
soul performing all sorts of feats. 
Even with a welght of 240 pounds a 
good pony will leap with one bound 
from a standing position to a gallop 
or stop and turn so short that, as polo 
players say, 'he runs under you.' 

"In the heartrending rush down the 
turf field, when both sides are speeding 
to drive the white ball goalward, pony 
and Yider must keep their wits. Life 
and limb are risked every moment In 
a polo game, and many-doubtless think 
this a curious sort of luxury for a rich 
man. On George Gould's polo feld at 
Lakewood, N. J.—which, by the way, 
is the finest in the world, costing $300,- 
000—during a recent game one of the 
players was struck in the eye with the 
ball. A chorus of exclamations came 
from the side lines, some of pity, oth- 
ers of anxiety for fear the game would 
be stopped. One well known society 
woman languidly inquired whether 
Mr. — was hurt. ‘I do hope they'll 
continue, she said, ‘because Mr. Wa- 
terbury is making such beautiful line 
drives!’ 

“The unfortunate man was Injured 
badly enough to be removed in an am- 
bulance, but no one paid any attention 
to him, and the game was resumed, 
with Mr. Gould and lits two boys play- 
ing on opposite sides. In polo the play 
is so furious that the players change 
mounts every fifteen minutes, in 
which time the pony has galloped five 
or six miles This involves ownership 
of more than one pony, and, though 
one could get along in a game with 
two mounts, every young millionaire 
polo player bas a etring of ten or 
twenty. 

“Mr. Gould keeps nearly n hundred 
in his stables at Lakewood. I noticed 
that about thirty were used during the 
afternoon. After a goal two or three 
players would tear across the field, 
leap the low barrier and plunge 
through the crowd unceremoniously to 
where a scofe of grooms were exer- 
cising the string. The onlookers—and 
it 1s part of a millionaire's luxury to 
have his skíllfulness observed by the 
palpitating populace—would scatter 
like birds rising from a corey. Each 
drew his breath with very wonder- 
ment that a man who bad such an 
easy life, so much to live for, should 
flirt with eternity in that reckless, des- 
perate fashion. The rider only swept 
the mob with one glance of indiffer- 
ence, but it is safe to assume that he 
loved the moment and sipped from it 
tbe luxury of appreciation.”

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A WHITE HOUSE SALE.

The ofa Fargitere nal Some His- 
torte Chi. ty Co, 

The proba hilities ure; xy the Wash- 
ington Poet, tuut on fle arrival of the 
new “Roosevelt set" (the Wedgwood 
pottery) Goe vill Le a mile of White 
House prcpcivy, at which a large pum- 
ber of pleccs cf the Lincoln, Grant and 
Hayes sets will be sold. Collectors, 
bargain hunters and soclety people are 
èn the qui vive of expectancy, looking 
forward to an official announcement of 
the auction, which probably will take 
place the latter part of next February 
or early lu March. The sale will in- 


'| clude the old White House china, turni- 


turc, carpets and all manner of Interior 
furnishings. 

The “Roosevelt set" is the first sery- 
ice of officia] quecuswate that bas been 
ordered since 1876, It will be used not 
as the everyday service of the prest 
dent and his family, but only for state 
dinners banquets asd occasions of 
ceremony. The last official china serv- 
ice purchased was the famous Hayes 
set, which was made by the Havilands 
of Limoges, France Since then the 
steward of the White House at state 
dinners has been obliged to draw upon 
the remnants of the Lincoln, Grant and 
Hayes sets to complete the require 
ments of the table, 

Colonel Theodore A. Bingham, cus 
todian of the White IIouse, lu his re 
port of the care and maintenance of the 
presidential mansion for 1001, says that 
at the end of that year there were 143 
pleces of the Lincoln, 125 pieces of the 
Grant, 371 of the Hayes, 30 of the Ar- 
thur, 1,745 of the Cleveland, 405 of the 
Harrison and 321 of the McKinley seta 
remaining in the White House. Al 
though the first lady of the land is 
powerless to give away u single piece 
of official china, she nevertheless bas 
the power o order a thing sold If it 
fails to sult ber taste. Curtains and 
rugs that have cost hundreds of thou 
sands of dollars have more than once 
been put up at auction because the 
color failed to satisfy the taste of the 
mistress of the White House Mrs. 
McKinley was quite fastidious in this 
respect. 

The last sale of White House china 
and furniture took place on Dec. 20, 
1899, Joseph W. Ratclife being the 
auctionecr. A large number of society 
people, collectors, curio dealers and 
members of the Sons and Daughters of 
the American Revolution were on 
hand, and the bidding was stiff and 
Sensational. There is à greater demand 
for Lincoln china than for pieces of 
any other official set, Washington's oot 
excepted. Just why such Is tbe ense ls 
hard to say, but is due, perhn ps, to the 
events and associations of that one of 
the stormicst periods In American his. 
tory. 

Local curio dealers never receive less 
than $20 nnd $30 for pieces of the Lin- 
coln set, and a plate has to be pretty 
badly damaged to sel] as low as $16 
or $17. Pieces of the Hayes set sell for 
$10 and £12, the Grant set $20 aud for 
plates, cupa acd sacco of Mra, Harri 
son's “goldenrod set” $5. Pieces of the 
Jackson and Buchanan sets are well 
nigh worth on account of thelr 
clumsy character, poor ware and lick 
of design, selling for almost ung thing 
the buyer is willing to pay. Plates of 
the Pierce set bring about $0, while, as 
a matter of course, high prices prevall 
in the case of the Washington and 
Jefferson sets, pieces of which are ex- 
ceedingly rare.

A Philadelphian who enjoyed Mr, 
Carnegie's hospitality at Skibo castle 
for n day or two the past summer has 
returned to tell a story which shows 
the great library giver in a very dif- 
ferent light from that In which be usu- 
ally nppenrs to the public.

Ing room just before dinner appeared 
before his guests with a little bag 
whieh be proceeded to pass to tbe gen- 
tlemen present, that each might draw 
the tame of his partner for dinner. 
Mr. Carnegie Limself, of course, drew 
last and pulled ont the name of Mrs. 
Carnegie. 

In an instant be was ap lu a chair 
offering at auction the prize which 
had come to him, and then, before a 
single bid could be called, he waa down 
again to say, with a little bow to bis 
smiling wife. “I have been lucky all 
my life, and I'm not going to begin to 
sell that luck now."

MEXIGO'S BIG TREE. 


| Tropical Ante For the Dis- 
* decies of Ret the Lione 


Prehistoric forest is 
wn as the big Tule tree, the name 
being pronounced in two syllables and 
as though it spelled Tu-lec. In past 
years many trees bave come to the 
front as claimants to the distinction of 
being the largest tree in the werk, and 
not infrequently one of these Impostors 
secures that honor. 

Only a short time ago a new tree 
Was discovered in California of the 
Mariposa variety, and it was heralded 
as the biggest tree lu the world, ita cir- 
cumference being 109 feet. The big 
Tule tree la 45 feet 2 inches to the good 
of this new western wonder, and the 
fact that its position has not hitherto 
been more firmly established is due to 
the few people who bave seen It. Not 
evéry abe who goes Jo Mexico goes to 
Mitla, and if you do not go to Mitla or 
nearly there you cannot see the big 
Tule. Accordingly, comparatively few 
people have seen Its glorics. 

There are many California trees 
which would make more lumber than 
the big Tule, for its trunk is not high 
and its abundant tropical foliage al- 
most reaches the ground. Despite this 
fact, it "takes two looks to Bee the 
top," and twenty-elght people standing 
with outstretched arms aud touching 
Anger tips can scarcely encircle the 
trunk. The tree stands in the church 
yard of Banta Maria del Tule, and 
many scientists belleve that it guarded 
the beautiful tropical valley when a 
prehistoric race was building what are 
bow the famous runs of Mitia. It is 
the ancient of the ancients, and the na- 
tives look upon the tree with venera- 
tion and love, believing that in some 
way it is a guardian of the people. 
Humboldt, the great German traveler, 
took great interest in the tree.apd had 
a wooden tablet placed upon it. The 
bark of the tree has partially over- 
grown the inscription on the tablet. 
The tree is n species of cypress and is 
called thuchuetl by the natives.—Chi- 
cago Record-Herald.

Some years ago by an explosion of 
fredamp four miners were entombed in 
a coal mine near Scranton, Pa, Their 
friends worked a whole ulgut and a 
day trying to liberate the imprisoned 
mew. At last the rescuers were about 
to give up in despair. Just then the 
youngest member of the firm rapidly 
drove up in a buggy. As be lcaped out 

eried: “Boys, you have done well! 
Tt is only a little work more! Come on, 
and in a sbort time we will get 
poor fellows free!" He threw off 
coat and grabbed a pick and began 
strike the rock. At the sound of his 
reassuring voice and example the other 
men went to work with renewed ener 
gy. The entombed men were soon safe 
im the arms of thelr wives and children. 
Today the vdst majority of our rela- 
tives do not need words of depreciation. 
Like those miners, digging for their 
entombed companions they want 
words of encouragement, words of good 
cheer, words of inspiration, words of 
assurance, that If they only trust God 
and do right certain success will come 
to every one of them. Their success 
may not necessarily come right away, 
but true success will surely come in 
time. 

Disecouraging depreciation is often 
found in the dealings of employers 
with thelr employees. Many men and 
women who are at the head of large es- 
tablisiments do not like to commend 
their employees. They say if you 
praise a clerk even a little that clerk 
will get too good an opinion of himself 
and will ask for an Increase of salary. 
Or, if you praise an employee, some 
rival firm will hear of the commenda- 
tion nnd come and steal your man 
away. Thus some men never ‘speak 
kindly to ı ose who are in their em- 
ploy. They chronically and systemati- 
ally grow! and find fault with every- 
body and everything. Their doctrine is 
that when an employee Is afraid of los 
ing his position he wil! work. harder 
and more faithfully. than if the head 
of the firm commended bim for every- 
thing be did well. 

Now, such a course as that is not 
honest or just. The Bible distinctly 
says that every laborer Is worthy of his 
hire. If a man is paid what he ought 
to be paid for doing his work, there 
is no need to fear that be will not do as 
good work with a few words of com 
mendation as with the depressing ef- 
fects of unjust and systematic depre 
ciation. I tell you candidly and ear 
nestly that chronic fault finding has the 
same effect in a factory or a store as 
the cold, dark, drizzling days of No 
vember have upon the floral world, 
while words of kindness and apprecia- 
tion have the same inspiration upon 
tbe flagging energies of the employees 
as the inspiring strains of the regi 
mental bands had upon tbe despairing 
spirits of the French soldiers when 
they were scaling the Alps for their 
great Italian victories. During the last 
days of that awful ascent, when the 
French cannon had to be dragged up 
by the ropes held in the soldiers" bleed- 
ing bands, Napoleon Bonaparte com- 
manded his musicians to keep on play- 
ing the most inspiring patriotic alra 
Bo the employers’ words of commenda- 
tion sound in the ears of the worker 
like the botes of sweetest and most 
inspiring music, which wil make the 
employees sometimes even double their 
energies to merit the appreciation 
which their employers have expressed. 

The Spirit of Depreciation. 

But though words of commendation 
may have such beneficent results in the 
employers’ dealings with employees, 
yet it is the settled policy of many a 
business man not only to say nothing 
pleasant to his employees, but also to 
make bis clerks live upon as small a 
salary as possible until he le by force 
of circumstances compelled to pay 
them more. I am sorry to say, too, that 
this spirit of depreciation, this reluc 
tance to recognize and reward merit, 
is sometimes seen in the relation of a 
church to Ita minister, although, thank 
God, most congregations are not selfish 
and are giving their pastors al! the en- 
couragement and financial support that 
they can. A selfish ation will 
start in with a system of fault finding. 
it will grind tbe minister down and 
down. It will make the pulpit a damp 
ing ground for all its carping and con- 
temptible criticism. It will for years 
keep its minister upon a starvation sal- 
ary. Then after awhile, when that 
minister gets a call from a sister 
church in a nelghboring city, with ap

The grinding and Satanic effects of 
sinful dopr: ciation Inthe business world 
are the cuuse of many a tragedy. Look 
at thot funeralit Who was that poor 
ercature whose body is being taken to 
potter's field? Yea, tumble her into a 
pine Los and shovel ber under the 
ground! Who caret? She is nothing 
but n poor working giri—yes, nothing 
but a poor working giri—yet her life 
was just as dear to her as yours Is to 
you. She had an Invalid mother and a 
little baby brother. At night. when she 
would come home from the store, she 
would sometimes bring a few faded 
flowers und put them 1n an old broken 
pitcher and say: "Come, mother; let's 
play we were out in the country. How 
I wish we could see the old farm, where 
papa used to take us before he died! 
Tired? Ob, yes; a little. The store is 
so bot, and the customers, especially 
about Christmas, find so much fauit 
with us, as though we were not human 
Bot, then, I think of you and the baby, 
and the scoldings of the floorwalker 
do not cut so deep. There, mother, kiss 
me good night. You know I must be 
up early in the morning to be down to 
the store on time.” d 

Day after day she got weaker and 
wenker. The hours were long. The 
boxes were heavy to lift. Ah, she was 
earning bread. She was earning it 
with her life's blood. After awhile two 
little red spots appeared in her thin, 
pale cheeks. Her eyes had an unnat- 
ural brillianey, Half the night she 
would toes and toes, unable to sleep. 
The backing cough never seemed to re- 
Weve the awful pain in the aching 
chest. One day “No. 37" fainted. When 
she was being carried to the cloakroom, 
an old lady customer stopped and look- 
ed and wiped her eyes and said: “Poor 
little thing! 1 wonder if my little 
grandchild will ever have to work like 
that.” Two of her companions took her 
home. After that she could net do 
much. Still, a happy smile would al- 
ways welcome the girls who would 
stop at nigbt after they left the store 
and bring her an orange or an apple, 
bought out of thelr scanty earnings. 
That ls all. She's dead now. Tumble 
ber into her pine box. Shovel ber under 
the ground. She is nothing but a poor 
working girl. What is the matter? Oh, 
nothing, except that this continual de 
preciation of the price of goods Bas in- 
evitably driven some people to the wall, 
and she is one of the first to go. What 
ie tbe matter? Oh, nothing, except tbe 
fact that thousands of men and wom- 
en, some of whom ard members of the 
church, are driving prices down and 
down until at last à ron ngouy is 
coming from the throats of uundreds of 
thousands of working girls whose mor 
al and physical life is being crushed 
out of them. If an article is worth 
$10, pay it or go without. It is far bet. 
ter to pay young men or women a liv- 
ing salary to support them before they 
do wrong than to establish rescue 
homes to save them after they bave 
gone astray, 

The Uypoertsy of Depreciation, 

Depreciation, when it is unjust, is hy- 
pocrisy, and it is in a large measure 
responsible for the depressed condi- 
tions of spiritual life in tbe church as 
well as in the home and the store. 
Some people seem to think that the re 
ligion of the Lord Jesus Christ has 
nothing to do with the weekday. They 
act as if they had a right to le.ve their 
piety at home on a Monday morning, 
as they would put on or off their Sun- 
day clothes. But I want to tel you 
that Christ's teachings are utterly at 
variance with such hypocritical non- 
sense. If a man ls not a Christian dur- 
ing the weekday, he is not a Christian 
on Bunday. If a woman is not a Chris- 
tian in ber dealings with ber grocery- 
man and butcher, ber baker and serv- 
ant girl and on ber shopping expedi. 
tions, she la not a Christian when she 
goes to church. A falsehood is just as 
big and black when uttered over a 
store counter as when it is told in 
church. It is as belnous an offense as 
was that lie told under the shadow of 
the. uplifted band which the apostle 
Peter raised when he was preaching to 
Ananias and Sapphira near the Jeru- 
salem temple. And so, my brother, if 
you want to consecrate your churches 
to God, you, must also consecrate your 
atores and factories, your advertising 
columns, your commercial buyers, your 
clerks’ salaries and your draymen’s 


wages. 

Beginning our sermon with a text 
selected from the book of Proverbs, 
we would end with a spirit Inspired, 
pleading peroration from the book of 
Ecclesiastes. The two indirectly teach 
practically the same great lesson of our 
duty toward our fellow meu— Let us 
hear the conclusion of the whole mat- 
ter.” “Fear God and keep hls command- 
menta for this is the whole duty of 
man. For God shall bring every work 
into judgment, with every secret thing, 
Whether it be good or whether it be 
evil.” Are we one and all ready to obey 
thia inspired injunction? Are we ready 
‘to consecente to the Master's service 
our dealings with buman beings, as 
well as our direct dealings with Christ? 
Are we ready to consecrate our whole 
lives to Christ—not tomorrow *or next 
week or next month, but coe jut 
‘pow? Brother, sister, do you know any
